POLIOMYELITIS IN NEW ZEALAND. 

THE PREVALENCE OF POLIOMYELITIS (INFANTILE PARALYSIS) IN THE WELLINGTON 
HEALTH DISTRICT, 1914-1916. 

The first important epidemic prevalence of poliomyelitis in New 
Zealand occurred early in the year 1914 and was fairly widespread 
throughout the Dominion. In the Wellington Health District the 
disease was generally diffused, but only 65 cases were reported, the 
largest number occurring in any one week being 8. In 1915 only 3 
cases, occurring between March 26 and December 30, were notified 
in the district. In 1916 the disease again became epidemic in the 
district, with a total of 339 cases reported from January 31 to April 
30, 1916. The first cases occurred simultaneously in three widely 
separated localities. The monthly totals were: January, 3 cases; 
February, 65 cases; March, 178 cases; April, 93 cases. 

As regards age groups, the gi-eatest. number of cases, viz, 71, 
occurred in the group of 1 to 2 years. The sex distribution was, 
male, 199; female, 140. 

Of the 339 cases in 1916, 46 terminated fatally, 28 deaths occur- 
ring in males and 18 in females. Six deaths occurred in infants under
